Control Plans Held Cp. 
Crop deterioration so far this 
month was confirmed by the de­ 
partm ent of agriculture which a 
few days ago was preparing for 
the biggest w heat harv est in his­ 
tory.

McCall at Miami for the kidnaping of little Jim m y 
Cash will prove highly pleasing to the pu blic, a 
large portion of which norm ally shrinks from 
the thou ght of imposition of capital pu nishm ent. 
Kidnaping has become the most hideou s crime 
tarnishing the crim inal records of the cou ntry. In 
the fresh recu rrence of kidnapings in widely scat­ 
tered sections of the cou ntry, apparently after a 
vigorou s campaign by G-m en had broken u p the 
bands of hardened crim inals engaged in it, heroic 
m easu res are called for. There can be nothing 
m ore salu tory than speedy ju dgm ents. W ithin a 
short tim e after G -m en began to work u pon the 
Cash kidnaping, a su i-prisingly short time, the 
crim e had been solved, an admission of gu ilt ob­ 
tained, and in rapid developments McCall was 
taken into cou rt, and the requ irem ents of law 
complied with. 
His plea that he did not intend to kill the tiny 
victim is not a plea. In a crime as diabolical as 
Kidnaping, resu lting in the death of the victim, 
the issu e of pu rpose is of no consequ ence. The 
qu icker the entire sordid affair can be closed the 
better ju stice will be served.

■ N A ten-day period the range in w heat prices 
.. on the Chicago board of trade covered a gap 
of 15 cents a bu shel. There is nothing new or 
novel in the rapid flu ctu ation on the eve of the 
harvest in the prim ary produ cing states of the 
w inter w heat belt bu t one rarely calcu lated ele- 
n.ent is playing a big part. 
The men in the field seeking to arrive at esti­ 
m ates of 
produ ction 
are 
more than norm ally 
pu zzled by the possible effects of an early May 
visitation of cold w eather over m u ch of the area 
w here w inter w heat is grown. Mu ch em phasis has 
been placed on it in this state and in fields where 
the grain seems to be tu rning w hite prem atu rely, 
instead of ripening a golden color, the explana­ 
tion offered is that freezing w eather got it. 
An exam ination of the recorded tem peratu re 
du ring that particu lar belated w intry blast fails 
to fu rnish su bstantial fou ndation to the fear that 
the fields w ere inju red greatly by freezing. On 
the contrary it appears there has been some dam ­ 
age from ru st bu t that barring u nforeseen de­ 
velopm ents the N ebraska w heat harvest will prove 
satisfactory. High yielding fields natu rally find 
their way into the news colu mns bu t the average 
for the state is 13 bu shels to the acre u nder nor­ 
m ally good conditions, and on the basis of the 
acreage that will be harvested shou ld Nebraska 
reach this average or slightly exceed it there 
will be a whale of a wheat crop harvested to be 
di<?posed of at better than anticipated prices.
